RECIPROCITY SPEECH DEIJVER* 
E l) LAST NIGHT. 


Says Farm ers Arc UeliiK “Buiicqcd” 
by Special Interests, From W hich 
Comes 
Most 
of 
Opposition 
to 
P resent Canadian Treaty. 


Chicago, June 3.— President Taft, 
in a speech before the W estern Eco­ 
nomic society here to night declared 
that the principal opposition to the 
C anadian 
reciprocity 
agreem ent 
comes not from iho 
farm er, 
b ut 
from the lum ber “ tru st ’ and from 
A merican m anu factu rers 
of 
print 
paper. 
The president outlined some 
of th e m ethods employed by the op­ 
ponents of reciprocity and practical­ 
ly told the farm ers th a t they were 
being “ buncoed” by special interests. 
He said th a t the fate of the agree­ 
m ent rested not so much with 
the 
United States senate as with the peo­ 
ple of the country. 


In spite of the forces th a t are 
arrayed against it the president ex­ 
pressed the belief th a t 
the agree­ 
ment would become a law. 
“ Tlie 
bill,” he said, ‘‘will pass, if it passt',; 
a t all, because of (he force of public 
opinion in its favor.

m uch less real opposition to reciproc­ 
ity than has been 
represented in 
W ashington. 
I have examined the 
arg u m en ts and compiled them v/ith 
actual statistics. 


“ U nder 
reciprocity 
with 
Cuba, ^ 
which reduced the duties on each i 
side'^O per cent, our trade W ith that 
country has doubled. 
Under com­ 
plete reciprocity with f’orto Rico our 
trad e with th a t country has increas­ 
ed nearly fifteen times; under reci- 
procial relations with the Philippine 
Islands o u r m utual ttad e has nearly 
doubled In less.than a year. 
In each 
case there was bitter opposition and 
wild propliesies of disastrous results. 


“ From what source does the op­ 
position to Canadian reciprocity pro­ 
ceed? 
It comes first from those who 
own and control the lum ber supply 
of the United States; secondly, from 
m an ufacturers of print 
paper 
of 
whom the largest own much of the 
spruce wood supply 
of the United’ 
States from which 
print 
paper is 
made. 
And, third, from those wiio 
claim to represent liie farm ers ot the 
country. 


“ T he control of lum ber 
in 
the 
United States is 
in 
comparatively 
few^ 
hands, 
so friendly 
lo 
cich 
oth er th a t t^he possiljility of a mon- 
oply Is neither rem ote nor improi)- 
ai>le, according to the bureau of cor- 
IK>rations, unless we bring to ihe 
m a rk e ts of the United States the rel- 
aitively inexhaustible 
supply to 
!je 
found in Canada. 


“ As to print paper. 
T he tariff 
board rejw rts th a t the average cost 
of production in all 
the 
Unites! 
S tates is al)Out $.'> more a ton than 
the cost of production In C anada and 
tihat this $5 is aix)ut the difference 
iKjtween th e co>.st of pulp w'ood in 
the United Stales and tiie cost of 
pulp woo<i in Canada. 


“ It is of the highest Importance 
to the consum ers and to the m anu ­ 
facturers of print paper, to secure a 
letting down of the bars in Canada 
for the exportation of pulp wood. 


“T he agreem ent looks far into tlie 
future 'to create a condition of abso­ 
lutely (free trade in pa{)er and its 
m aterials, a condition 'What is the 
best thing for the industry as it cer­ 
tainly is for the consumers. 


‘"The th ird class of opponents to 
th e bill a r e those who claim vocifer­ 
ously to represen t th e whole farm ing 
in d u stry o f ttie United States. 
This 
o f course is a m uch m ore tormidalvle 
opposition than th e special intereists 
to w4ii<3h I have referr«ni, an<i it is 
but nart:uiral th a t these special in ter­ 
ests shoiiild 
be found 
co-operating 
with those who claim to represent 
the fanming interest. 


“T h e em ploym ent of a New York 
City fi'rm, skilled in sending ciieu- 
lars, is not the &ul>ject of proper 
criticiism, providing the statem ents 
m ade in tlie circailai’s a re reason­ 
able and well founded. 
B u t it is sig­ 
nificant th a t this sam e New York 
firm is looking (for financial assist­ 
ance in th e campaigai Chey are car­ 
rying on against 
reciprocity 
not 
only to the grange, l)ut^ 
also 
to 
gentlem en interested in lumlyer, in 
the m anu facture of print imper and 
in o th e r m anufacturers. 


“'How is th e fa rm e r to l>e affect­ 
ed by Canadian reciprocity and free 
tr a d e in ag ricultural products? 
agricu ltru al products, C anada is, so 
far north th a t here agricultural pro­ 
ducts are limited to 
wheat, 
rye, 
barley, oats, potatoes, 
live 
cattle, 
horses and 
dairy 
products. 
She 
does not raise m ore than onersixth 
of one per cent of th e corn crop of 
the United States. 
She raises but 
few vegetables; she raises b ut few 
hogs because she has not the, corn 
to feed them w ith; she cannot fatten 
cattle as they are fattened in the 
United States. 


Som e Figures on Exports. 


“ The 
United 
States sends into 
Canada a great m any more horses 
th an she im ports from the Canadians. 
She sends to C anada a much larger 
am ount of potatoes than she receives 
from her. 
The United States exports 
to C anada about fifteen tim es 
as 
m uch m eat and dairy products as 
C anada sends to the United States. 


“The only real im portation of ag- 
ricultral products th at we may ex­ 
pect from C anada of any considerable 
am ount will consist of W heat, barley, 
rye and oats. 
The world price of 
these four cereals is fixed abroad, 
w’here the surplus from the produc­ 
ing c^ntrrles is disposed of. C anad­ 
ian w heat nets perhaps ten cents less 
a bushel to the producer than w heat 
grown in the Dakotas or in Minne­ 
sota, due to greater cost of exporting. 
"IT now the duty is to be taken 


off Canadian w heat Minneapolis and 
o th er places can m ake it into flour 
because the capacity of the United 
S tates mills is 33 per cent greater 
th a n is needed to m in the w heat oí 
this country. 
Canadian w heat can be 
im ported and ground into flour w ith­ 
o ut m aterially reducing the demand 
for or price of United States wheat 
and the urplus will be sent abroad 
as flour. 


Benefits for Cattle Raiser.s. 


“ A m aterial benefit to the stock 
and cattle 
raisers and the dairy 
farm ers will be the supply of by-pro­ 
ducts of b ran and shorts from the 
flour mills. 
These by-products are 
now so scarce and high th at many 
farm ers are unable to procure them. 


“ The agreem ent w'ill not, in my 
judgm ent, 
reduce 
the 
price 
of 
w heat or other farming products for 
o ur people. 
It will, and ought 
to 
prevent an exorbitant increase iu the 
prices of farm products which for 
the last three or four years have been 
highly profitable to all engaged in 
agricultural 


“ I have been attacked as occupy­ 
ing an inconsistent position. 
It is 
asked is it possible to reduce the cost 
of living on the one hand and main­ 
tain the present prices of farm pro­ 
ducts on the other, I do think th at 
reciprocity will enlarge the reservoir 
of farm products for our people and 
thus prevent undue enhancem ent of 
prices boyend the present standard. 


Canada liu js More Here. 


“The argum ent is made that to 
Klve free trade to 
the 
Canadian 
farm er iu fai'in products 1:í to give 


iaimer.s, wtio, living l>ehind a high 
tariff wail, have to pay a great deal 
n:-ore for the cost of living than do 
( diiauicui i'aitiHM’.'. 
Wiih re.-peci lo 
this argum ent all Í have to say is 
that if i.'i not true. 
Canada buys íwo 
and one half times an much from 
the United ^States as she does from 
England.

“ It i.^ said the farm land in Ohio, 
JiKliana, Illinois, Iowa, 
WMsconsdu 
and other stares is mu<'h more valu- 
iiiiie than the land in .Vlanitoita, Sas- 
Kaehe'wtin and Ali)erta. 
T hat to give 
Canadian farm ers free 
entry 
will 
U wer farm lands in value in

Nothing could !)c further 
from the fací. 
The Canadian lands 
are fa ¡Kher removed from the Min-

“ These figures show incontestibly 
th at the ,fear"of a reduction in farm 
land values of this couníry by let­ 
ting in C anada’s products is wholly 
unfounded.”

Action Sets a t Rest Stories 
About 
R esignation — Investigation to Be 
Conducted l^argely In W ashington 
— Helm Committee 
Evidence Re­ 
ceived. 


W ashington, 
Juno 
3.— Senator 
W illiam Lorimer, whose election to 
the senate is to be re-investigated, 
to day requested th at he be perm it­ 
ted to appear before the new investi­ 
gating committee to testify in his 
own behalf. 
The request was tele­ 
graphed to the senate comm ittee on 
privileges and elections by Mr. Lori­ 
m er who is in Chicago. 
The com­ 
mittee, it was said, would be glad 
to hear him. 


Mr. L orim er’s telegram was a fol­ 
lows: 


“ At the form er investigation noth­ 
ing was charged against me person­ 
ally. 
Therefore there was nothing 
for me to deny as a witness. 
It is 
my earnest desire to be perm itted to 
testify before your comm ittee so th a t 
1 can refute any charges th a t may be 
m ade or any suspicion th at any one 
may have as to the validity ot my 
election.” 


The telegram had 
the effect of 
quieting persistent rum ors th at the 
Illinois senator would resign.

In the time at my disiio^al I have 
examined this ordinance and the law 
relative thereto in so far as I «as 
al)le. 


The constitution of 
the 
United 
States and the laws made in pursu­ 
ance t'herecf are the supreme laws of 
the land. 
It is declared by the .su­ 
preme court of the United 
States 
ithat “ for the purpose of protecting 
the ¡)eople against the evils of in­ 
temperance it (the state) 'ha.s the 
right to prohibit the movement with­ 
in the limits of in'toxicating liquors 
it (the .state) may also prohibit all 
dome:^tie commerce therein itetween 
itii inhaljitant.' whether the articles 
are introduced from O'ther states or 
foreign countries; it 
may 
¡¡uni.-^h 
those who sell in violation of 
ihc 
rule and it may adopt any measure 
tending even indirectly or reniotplv 
to make t'he policy effective till it 
pusses t.he line of power delegated 
to congress under the constitution. 
It cannot wit'hout the consent 
of 
congress expre.ssed or implied 
leg- 
ulate commerce between ito f)eoii!o 
and those of other ti'ates of 
the 
union in order to effect it.s end, how­ 
ever desirable such regulations might 
be.” 


Bowman v.s. Chicago & X. W. R. 
12.3th U. S. Supreme Court 4G5. 


Unquestionally a state “has 
the 
right, as a police i)ower, to control 
the commerce of i^rs citizens and of 
common carriers, locally, within its 
limits, in commerce of intoxicating 
liquors and the power to regulate tlie 
liquor traffic and pronounce condi­ 
tions on which it shall or shall not 
be carried, and such regulations or 
probitions are not in violaiiion O'E 
the 14th amendment of the United 
Slates constitution. 
The state hav­ 
ing this right, t'he question now arises 
if the state of Illinois has delegated 
that right to h municipal corpora­ 
tion. 
I find that under article .50, 
c-hapter 2 4, the anuiiated statute, sec­ 
tion 
that city council in cities 
and iiresident and board of trustees 
in villages have the following pow­ 
ers: 
Section 4('i. 
“To license, regu­ 
late, and i)rohibit the selling or giv­ 
ing away of intoxication malt, vin­ 
ous, mixed or fermented liquor.” 


Paragraph r>9. 
“To prevent intoxi­ 
cation and all disorderly conduct.” 


Paragraj.)h 6fi. 
“To regulate the 
l)olice of t'he cities or village and 
pass and enforce all necessary police 
ordinances.’’ 


Paragraph OG. 
“To pas.s all ordi­ 
nances and rule.s and nsake all regu­

William A. Scott, director of the 
course in commerce and professor of 
political economy in the University 
of Wisconsin, expressing 
his con­ 
clusions that Canadian 
reciprocity 
would be of far reaching benefit to 
America, said: 
• 


“My brief and imperfect survey of 
the elements of the problem before 
us (Canadian reciprocity) seems to 
justify the conclusion that consumers 
will be benefited'by reciprocity wdth 
Canada along the lines proposed, and 
that the magnitude of that benefit 
wall be far greater than surface facts 
and study of present conditions indi­ 
cate. 


“This is not a question to be set­ 
tled on the basis of statistics or of 
exact data of any kind. 
It calls for 
a considei'ation of broad principles: 
it belongs within the realm of states­ 
manship, rather than in 
political 
logrolling or of careful balancing of 
petty interests. 


“ Since both Canada and the Unit­ 
ed States are exporters of wheat and 
since its value is determined by a 
worldwide market, it is possible, and 
indeed, quite probable that the re­ 
moval of the duty w'ould not lower 
its price in our markets, except as 
certain kinds were affected by its 
peculiar 
conditions. 
However, 
it 
might not follow that consumers in 
this country w'ould not benefit from 
it. 
The byproducts of w'heat, such 
as bran, middlings, etc., are not sold 
on a world-wide basis, and with a 
greater am ount of w'heat 
to draw 
from, 
the 
great and economically 
managed mills would be able to work 
a reduction through 
greater 
con­ 
sumption and added profits from by­ 
products.

“The free admission of Canadian 
W'heat could not do either of the 
striking and opposed things which 
some of the advocates and some of 
the opponents of reciprocity predict. 
It could not benefit 
the 
consumer, 
since a considerable and prolonged 
fall in the price of wheat is necessary 
to reducc the price of 
Hour: 
nor 
could it damage the 
producer of 
wheat, since such local corners are 
of necessity engineered 
after the 
grain has largely left the farm ers’ 
hands, so that the amount available 
can be calculated with considerable 
accuracy. 
The chief effect of reci­ 
procity in W’heat, so far as concerns 
price, would, therefore, be to main­ 
tain greater stability and diminish 
the violence 
of 
local 
speculative 
fluctuations. 
Such 
stability would 
certainly be of advantage to all con­ 
cerned, except possibly 
to 
wheat 
speculators.”
